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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 

specification, while being enabling for the one cyclic compound having at lest three substituents, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for cyclic being a triazine. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. There is no 
support for cyclic compound in the specification other than cyclic triazine derivatives. 

2. Claims 8, 1 1, 13, 21 and 26-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 8, 11, 13, 27, 20 and 39, the Re and Rth are not defined. 

In claim 37, the positions (second, third and sixth) referred to what are not defined. 

Claims 38-46 are rejected because they are dependent claims. 

In claim 21, the claim is not clearly defined because the 1,3, 5-triazine ring also can be 
UV absorber. Claims 27-36 are rejected because they are dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the mvention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 21-22, 24-25 and 29-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 2004-50516. 

The reference discloses a cellulose acylate film contains 2 to 20 mass% of water 
and at least one kind of additive selected from the group consisting of a plasticizer, an 
anti-deterioration agent, a retardation increasing agent (the present 1.3.5-triazine ring) , an 
ultraviolet absorbing agent and an aromatic compound (see abstract). The reference 
cellulose acylate film used for polarizing plate, compensator ([0088]), image display 
devices such as liquid crystal display (LCD) devices. The ultraviolet absorber, it is 
preferred to add in the range of 0. 1 to 3 mass parts to 100 parts of the cellulose acylate 
(see UV 1-10 in [0053] or UV-5 on col. 5 in JP 7-1 1056). See the reference examples 1-5 
comprise the retardation increasing agent and UV absorber. The a retardation increasing 
agent shown in example 4 isl.3.5-triazine ring, which covers the present formula (11) 
(r0221 and rO 1081). The degree of acylation 55 to 62.5% is disclosed in [0016]. The VA 
type display device is disclosed in [0123]. Therefore, the reference anticipates the 
claimed invention. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Palculabilily shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 2004-505 16 in 
view of EP 1237017. 

JP '516 differs from the present claim in that the claim comprises UV absorber of 
formula 111. However, the compound of formula III is very common absorber used in 
polarizing plate (EP '017), therefore, it would have been obvious to those skilled in the 
art to utilize the known UV absorber in optical film for polarizing plate.

7. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
